On and On With Few Stirring Events

MARIBEL — This small community of Manitowoc County has 


gone its sedate way in peace and in quiet, and its not-so-very-tong 
life has been punctuated by rare excitements; and that is the way 


things should be in a pleasant town. 


There was excitement, on March 1. 1859. when 


David and Heuriette Wegener sold 40 acres of 
their farmland to the congregation of the German 
Evangelical Lutheran St Johannes Church for the 
sum of $100. It was really a moment of history— 
a sort of secondary one—because so much had 
gone before that the sale of the land was only a 
bit of the whole. 
The Wegeners, like most of the German Luth- 
erans who came to the United States, were de- 
vout enough to leave their homelands in anger 
at what they beiieved to be interference of the 


German and Prussian state with the doctrines of their church. The 
issue of religious freedom brought many thousands of diligent Teu- 
tons to the United .States, and the Wegeners came to this once iso- 
lated place of Manitowoc County.

Better Paving Program Needed 


A case of poor fiscal planning in Apple- 


ton is pointed up by the fact that for the 
second consecutive year the amount of 
money appropriated for paving is not 
enough to cover all the work that has been 
requested and approved. It emphasizes the 
city's need for a department of finance, 
with a professional accountant in charge as 
director of finance. 


Last year, the paving account was 


$74,000 shy of being able to cover the ap- 
proved work. The city borrowed the money 
on a short term bank loan so the work 
could be done. Interest is costing another 
$1.059. 


This year, after deducting last year's 


loan as agreed upon by council, the pav- 
ing account was $103,964 under the cost of 
the work. The board of public works cut 
the 1962 paving program by $105.000 to 
avoid having to get another construction 
loan. Five streets were deleted from the 
program. 


Such a situation is not fair to the tax- 


payers who were under the impression 
they were going to get their streets paved, 
then suddenly find they aren't. 


It isn't fair to the contractors, either. 


They figure the unit prices in their bids 
based on volume of work. Then when the 


volume is cut they're asked to do the work 
for the same unit prices. 


Contractors don't have to accept the 


contract 
under those 
conditions, 
but 


they've spent a lot of time figuring bids 
and are counting on getting some work. 
Appleton was fortunate this year, because 
the low bidder accepted the reduced work 
volume at the original unit prices. 


Appleton very much needs to set a 


deadline on requests for paving work to 
be done the following year, as proposed but 
rejected several years ago. 


Paving requests now are approved 


through February, but the budget is set 
the previous November. Only thing the en- 
gineering department can do is make an 
educated guess on how much money will 
be needed, based on past experience. 


However, those educated guesses on 


past experience aren't a good indicator. 
Appleton is a rapidly growing city. The 
requests for paving are growing by leaps 
and bounds as newly annexed areas are 
developed. 


If the city had a director of finance he 


would make the council fully cognizant of 
the faults in the present system of hand- 
ling paving requests. He then would make 
full use of all of his professional knowl- 
edge to have a workable system instituted. 


Where Gov. Nelson and Mr. Doyle Differ 


Gov. Xelson has been telling the people

Accident in Progress 


When people attempt to predict the 


future-they picture what we have now and 
project growth from there. The building 
industry of a few years ago was getting 
along without hardboard and anyone pre- 
dicting developments in that industry prior 
to 1924 would have done so without ac- 
counting for the use of that material for 
it was discovered by accident that year. 


William H. Mason in 1924 was attempt- 


ing to find some use for leftover wood 
from sawmill operations. The slabs, sid-

product. In the laboratory, he discovered 
that small bits of wood could be exploded 
with high pressure steam. The result was 
the reducing of solid wood to tiny wood 
fibers, according to American Forest 
Products Industries in Washington, D. C. 


Using those fibers, he attempted to 


produce a type of wood board similar to 
one often described as "insulation board."

Let's face it Teaching is frus- 


trating, nerve-wracking, demand- 
ing, tiring work. Do what he 
may. the teacher remains the 
butt of poor jokes, the object of 
endless criticism, and the scape- 
goat for many of society's most 
widely shared shortcomings. 


But it is the teacher to whom 


parents and politicians, business- 
men and clergymen turn, time 
after time, to set straight what- 
ever is wrong with youth or the 
world. Are children unmindful 
of their elders" unrealized am- 
bitions? Are the national goals 
neglected? Is free enterprise en- 
dangered? Do we lack the moral 
strength we ought to have? See 
the teacher! 


Any teacher can find dozens 


of reasons, many of them plausi- 
ble, to feel sorry for himself. 
But there are more convincing 
reasons for teachers to feel quite 
differently about their work and 
about themselves. For when due 
allowance has been made for the 
irresponsible criticism, the fool- 
ish expectations, the fuzzy think- 
ing, and the exaggerated claims, 
the truth comes through, clear 
and unassailable: The teacher is 
a most important person. 


This new appreciation of the 


teacher reflects one of the more 
curious 
— and welcome — 


paradoxes in our time. It has 
taken the enormous increase in 
the quantity of physical energy 
within man's reach to remind us 
that the central element in all 
our power, in all our plans for 
using power, is the educated 
man. We have had to be re- 
minded, for many had forgotten, 
that technical p r o f i c i e n c y , 
although it is essential, is insuffi- 
cient, either to build this world 
nearer to our dreams or to carry 
us to other regions of the uni- 
verse. 


Fortunately for all of us. the 


value of education and the ur- 
gent need for good teaching are 
being recognir^d not only by 
those who -write statements of 
national policy on education but 
by growing numbers of able and 
discerning young people. Want- 
ing most of all to spend their 
lives in worthy causes, thousands 
of our best young men and wom- 
en are choosing to teach. Im- 
proved salaries and working con- 
ditions are helping to attract new 
teachers and to retain experienc- 
ed people, and continued pro- 
gress along these tangible lines 
is h i g h 1 y necessary. But these 
are at best secondary matters: 
the more significant change is 
not in the salaries but in the 
attention teachers are receiving. 


The change is not. however, 


vrithout its unpleasant side, for 
•while the glare of the spotlight 
may lend the teacher something 


of a halo, it also reveals his 
flaws with a minimum of mer- 
cy. No longer can teaching be 
a sinecure for those who want 
a job with long vacations or a 
monthly check to tide them over 
until something better comes 
along. Nor is there room in mod- 
ern schools for teachers who lack 
the capacity for self-criticism or 
the willingness to work at a task

The administration's concern 


over the gold situation is com- 
mendable. Certainly it can not 
be said that the attempt to cor- 
rect it by boosting U. S. exports 
is b e i n g made halfheartedly. 
And without doubt the drive will 
be a stimulating influence of po- 
tential value to the national econ- 
omy. 


However, the attack on the 


gold problem could be viewed 
more optimistically if it were not 
confined to the exports factor 
alone. Exports are in pretty 
good shape, exceeding imports 
by $5 billion last year. The 
big trouble, as a matter of fact 
is the unsound fiscal policy of 
this and the preceding adminis- 
trations. If this policy, featuring 
deficit spending at home and 
the reckless distribution of aid 
abroad, was abandoned, the for- 
eigners who have claims on our 
gold would be far less interested 
in having their metal, and there 
would be fewer claim holders, 
besides.
